$100,000,000 BOND ISSUE 


APPROVED 


Will Be Secured on Customs 


Receipts 
Nanking, Mar. 27. 


Regulations governing the issue of 
'$100,000,000 currency bonds were ap- 
roved to-day by the Legislative Yuan. 
‘The bonds will be secured on Customs 
receipts and will be issued at par on 
April 1, to bear six per cent. interest, 
[payable half-yearly. 

‘The bonds will be redeemed in ten 
years. During the first four years. one 
per cent. of the principal will be re- 
Paid annually; during’ the Afth and 
sixth years 14 per cent. of the prin- 
flpal will be repald annually; during 
the seventh and eighth years 16 per 
‘cent. will be repaid; while during the 

78 per cent will be 
‘The bonds will be 
Isoued in denominations of $100, $1,000, 
and $5,000. 

‘Funds earnarked for redemption 
‘and interest payment will be placed 
Im the custody of the Board of 
‘Trustees administering the sinking 
fund for domestic loans, The pur- 
pose of the issue is to “increase the 
capital of Government banks, refund 
‘advance’to the ‘Treasury, 
currency, and to facilitate reliet to 
jcommerce and industry." —Reuter.

which 2,768 kilometres of highways 
and. about 000 kilometres of local 
roads have been built. 

Every district has its Bureau, of 
Forestry, and experts have worked 
in conjunction ‘with the farmers for 
the Improvement of the cotton and 
tobaceo crops. 

‘All this has been done in spite of 
many discouragments, Floods and 
famine “have at times done great 
damage and ‘the world’s depression 
hhas heavily hit the farmers, who now 
et a very low price for thelr crops. 
‘This, of course, reacts upon the mer- 
chants and everyone may be sald to 
be passing through hard times from 
the Ananeial point of view. 

‘Much remains to be done, but it 
is the frm intention of General Liv 
‘Shin and his colleagues to go ahead 
‘with thelr programme of reform, and 
if there is nly peare in the land, it 
fg eortain that their success 1s us 
sured, 

‘In conclusion, we may add that no 
opium is now grown in the province.

There 
hhas been a great scarcity of water in 
gome country districts, All the ponds 
have been deepened and the earth 
carried out on to the rice flelds for 
two purposes, to deepen the ponds 
so they will hold more water and to 
fertilize the fields. All through the 
country the bottom of the ponds as 
well as the sides have been planted 
with vegetables. 

‘The spring rains have started and 
the farmers have sulficient water to 
cultivate the rice elds, but many a 
countryman shokes his head and says 
this is going to be a bad year. Others 
have also prophesied floods. Mean= 
while the price of rice has taken a 
slump of more than a dollar per load, 
‘This is good news to the many poor 
people. 

‘There has never been a time when 
g0 many beggars from the country 
hhave been seen on the streets of our 
cities, This is on the increase, 


Some country places have no tice 
fand there is still several months to 
harvest. At Isuho a rice riot on a 
‘small scale took place a few days 
ago. The report sald 1,000, 
Deggars came to the village, which 
has been a large rice mart, to bex 
and when some were refused, the 
whole crowd rushed the rice shops 
and took what they could get. |The 
Slangtan Mayor sent soldiers to the 
spot and a settlement has been made. 
‘The people ask signifieantly, what is 
to keep fungry people from doing 
this again and again and while there 
4s plenty of rice coming in, too many 
people have not the where-withal (0 
buy.

Sutsien, Ku, Mar. 21. 

‘An unusual conference has Fe 
cently been held here, continuing 
for one week. Each day, two preach- 
ing services were conducted by 
Rev. Chao  Shih-kuang, of the 
‘Alllance Mission. in Shanghal. The 
handsome church building, with 
balcony seats on three’ sides, 
Jordinarily accommodates about 1,000 
persons, During the recent confer- 
ence, the building was always 
crowded, sometimes men and women 
were standing in the doorways, 
while others climbed on benches 
outside the windows, to look and 
Usten.

YANGTSZEPOO MILL 
STRIKE ENDS 


Nearly 4,000 Hands Return: 
Wages Cut 10 Per Cent. 


Nearly 4,000 workers of the Yani 
tszepoo Cotton Mill, Wetmore Road, 
who had been on strike since Feb- 
Tuary 28, returned to thelr places 
‘on Monday, accepting the 10 per cent 
reduction in wages proposed by the 
management. Tt wae agreed that 
fractional amounts of a. dollar be 
counted as “big money” in the pay- 
ment of wages. 

‘The situation in the Ewo Cotton 
‘Mill, 670 Yangtszepoo Road, remains 
unchanged, 280 hands in the Woollen 
Thread. and Serge Departments 
operating as usui 

‘On Saturday afternoon about 100 
foremen and forewomen of the Ewo 
Mill met on the premises of the plant 
at the request of the manager, when 
they were informed of his injention 
to close part of the mill, which Would 
Fesult in. some 2,000 out of the 4.200 
hands being discharged. ‘The reason 
given is that the machines in this 
part of the factory are out of date 
nd the output does not cover th 
expenditure. They were further to 
that should the strikers agree to ac 
cept the 10 per cent, reduction pro- 
posed, the remaining portion of the 
mill will be re-opened.

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AMERICAN AVIATION 
EXPERT HERE 


Maj. Dichman Planned First 
Round-the-World Flight 


Problems of military and commer- 
cial aviation in China will be studed 
during the next several months by 
Major Ernest W. Dichman, assistant 
to the president of United Aircraft 
Exporis, Ine, and former Chief of 
the Aeroplane Section of the United 
States Army Air Corps, who has ar- 
rived in Shanghai from the United 
States. Major Dichman proposes to 
formulate a programme of aircraft 
evelopment for the Chinese market, 
based on hig study. 

‘Trained as an electrical engineer, 
Major Dichman became interested in 
fying during the Great War and en 
listed as a fying cadet in the then 
Aviation Section of the US. Army 
Signal Corps. He subsequently «t 
tended ground school with the Royat 
Flying Corps at the University of 
Toronto and received further instruc- 
tion at Talliaferro Field in Texas. 
Selected as one of a group of twenty 
American offeers to study aeronautl- 
cal engineering at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, he completed 
a special course and was sent to 
France in 1918, shortly before the 
Armisto 

Prepared World Flight 

After the termination of the War, 
Major Dichman was persuaded to re 
main in the US, Army and was as 
signed to what is now the Material 
Division of the Army Ait Corps, 
Dayton, Ohio. For several years he 
was Chief of the Aeroplane Section 
of the Corps and was thus respor 
sible for the development of he 
than-alr craft of the Army. As chief 
of the section he planned and en- 
fineered the first non-stop transcon~ 
Hinental flight across the United 
States, from New York to San Diego 
(Kelly and McReady). He was also 
responsible for the selection and 
development of the US. Army 
round-the-world crulsers which were 
the first planes to circle the globe, 
acting as engineering representative 
during the construction of the ships 
at Santa Monica, California, From 
1924 to 1926 he was Chief Inspector 
for the Air Corps Advanced Flying 
School at Kelly Field, ‘Texas. 

‘Major Dichman resigned from the 
Army in 1929 to become chief en- 
Bineer of the American Aixplane and 
Engin ion, where he de- 
ilgned and. developed the *Plghar 

transport, a single-engined, high- 
wing, externally-braced monoplane 
of exceptional aerodynamic efficiency. 

For the last three years Major 
Dichman has been consulting aero- 
nautical engineer for the ‘Chance 
Vought Corporation, dealing chiefly 
with the corporation's relations with 
the US. Army and Navy. Licensed 
as a transport pilot in America, he 
holds the rank of major in the Spe- 
cialist Reserve, U.S, Army, He’ is 
also the author of numerous maga- 
Bing articles and a book on aviation, 
‘and i the Inventor of a device for 
Introducing automatic lateral stabil- 
ty in aeroplanes,

ALCOHOL DISTILLERY 
OPENED 


2,000 Guests at Ceremony in| 
Pootung Factory 


On a piece of land in Pootung, 
which ‘was but elght months ago a 
deserted area, now stands one of the 
best-equipped. and most up-to-date 
factories in China. It is the $1,000, 
'000-plant of the ‘China Alcohol “Dis 
tilling Co, a joint enterprise of the 
Government and Chinese merchants, 
The construction work of the dis- 
tillery was completed recently, 


The opening of a large alcohol 
Aistilery has realized one of the long- 
cherished desires of the Ministry of 
Industries not only because the ais 
tillery willbe able to supply the 
‘ever-increasing demand for’ alcohol 
in China, but also because of the 
fact that alcohol is one of the basic 
raw materials in chemical industries 


‘The new distillery was formally 
‘opened on Sunday afternoon by Mr. 
‘Chen Kung-po, Minister of Industries, 
who made a ‘special effort to come 
to Shanghal from Nanking to preside 
over the ceremony. More than 2,000 
foreign and Chinese guests were 
Invited to-a attend the ceremony and 
three large steam-launches conveyed 
the guests from the Customs Jetty to 
Poilienching, where the factory” is 
situated. 

‘The distillery has at present a dal'y 
output of 30,000 liters, which are con~ 
sidered to be sufficient to meet cur- 











expansion. The manufacture of mot ar 
fuel Is also being considered as part 
of the expansion scheme, according 
to the factory management. 


‘The completion of the bullding 
within seven months marks the most 
successful enterprise achieved by the 
Ministry of Industries in China this| 
year. The agreement for the erec- 
Yon of the plant was signed between 
the Ministry and ‘Mr. ‘Huang Kiang- 
‘chuan In’ October 1933, the first pile. 
‘wa driven on May 10, 1894, and 

last on November” 10,” 1994. 


‘The distillation outfit, a three- 
column still type, was ordered from 
Messrs. Blairs, Lid, Glasgow, a firm 
well-known for distillery’ parts. ‘The 
Faw materials used will ‘be grain, 
potatoes, and molasses. 


‘Tho staff of the factory will be 
purely “Chinese. The factory is, 
divided “into three departments, 
‘Chemical, ‘Mechanical, and Admini: 
strative Departments,” all under the 
Airection of @ factory manager, Mr. 
‘Thung Siang-hian, who is a returned 
student from Holland and Germany. 
‘The chief chemist. Mr. Chen Tao: 
shen is from the United States, and 
the chief enxineer, Mr. Sie Swie-san, 
from Java. The stcretary of the new:

‘The Shanghai Municipal Council has 
approved the recommendation of the 
Education Board that grants-in-aid be

half the estimated defeit on working 
ecount for 1985, $24,000, 

‘The Treasurer and Controller point 
ed out that the Council's Tetier of 
Mareh 8, "1084, referred to interest 
charges on new construction as a form 
fof expenditure that might reasonably 
be taken into account when considera~ 
tion’ was given to grants-in-aid. It 
‘was disclosed. in the application that 
‘of the $900,000 raised the sum of 
$420,000. was used to redeem an old 
foan and that it was proposed 10 use 
the balance of $480,000 for capital ex- 
tensions. Four per cent, on the latter 
Agure amounted to $19,200, and as the 
1084 yeant of $118:000 included $20,000 
‘m vespect {0 interest charges, 1t was 
apparent that favourable consideration 
could not be given to a claim for 
further financial assistance in this 
connection. 

Tn regard to defrayment by the 
Council of half the estimated deficit 
‘on working account for 1935, the ex- 
penditure ineluded an item of $60,000 
described as expenditure for exten- 
slon works. ‘Transfer of this tlem to 
the Corporation's Capital Budgot— 
which appeared 10 be justified—would 
correspondingly relieve the working 
account. 

‘While the ‘Treasurer did not con 
sider that adequote grounds existed 
for the lasue of an additional grant 
‘of $00,000 or any. approximation 
thereto, he was, nevertheless. of 
opinion that it would be reasonable 
for the Council to take note of the 
inereage in enrolment in the Japaneso 
Schools in 1088 as compared with 1934 
‘and to recognize this by some mea- 

ire of increased nancial support. 
He recommended that the grant to 
the Japanese Schools be increased by 
$10,000 as compared with the amount 
lustied in. 1034. ‘The 1085 grant would 
then be $128,000 and the total grants 
to all grant alded schools for foreign 
children would amount to $168,000, a 
sum of roughly 30 per cent. in excess 
(of the 1684 appropriation. 

‘After discussion, » the Education. 
Board recommended the Counell to 
make the grants set out above. 

Chinese Schools 


‘The Council adopted the Education 
Board's recommendation that a sum 
‘of $208.700 be allocated for grants-in- 
fd’ to Chinese schools during 1935, 
including $6,000 for building grants 
withheld pending further information 
to be furnished the Board by the 
‘Sub-Committee on Grants-in-aid -to 
Chinese: schools.

In view of what I have said, we 
have advised members that they must 
use thelr own discretion as to whether 
they pay the tax or not, but that in 
any cose st should only be paid under 
protest and without prejudice. 

Property Securities 

‘The Association was approached last} 
year regarding the matter of checking 
properly securities. ‘Tile "deeds! 
hypothecated as security may in some 
instances not show the correct area, 
owing to land surrenders to the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council for road 
widening purposes, as the reduction 
in area is not always endorsed on 
the title deed. ‘This, you will realize 
ls a matter of importance, especially 
in regaré to properly ‘on which 
mortgage loans are required, also| 
when this type of security. is ‘being| 
checked for purposes of audit. Your 
Committee approached the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council with a view to 
making it possible for the registered 
owner to obtain the offcial area of 
any lot registered in his name. ‘The

POX and ‘typhus "were tho chief, 
Special outbreaks were spoken of 
especially that of cholera in. 1863,

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CHINA’S QUARANTINE SERVICE 


Dr. Wu Lien-teh Explains Scientific Developments: 
New Woosung Hospital Completed 


‘The annual reception of the No- 
tional Quarantine Service was’ held 
At the home of Mr. H. E. Morriss. 
118 Route Pere Robert, on. Saturday 
evening. Dr. Wu Lien-tch, director of 
the Service, received the’ guests and 
gave an address on the work. Me. T. 
Yamamoto, manager of the N.C, 
proposed a vote of thanks to Dr. Wa 
fon behalf of the guests, He said that 
he had nothing "but praise for the 
work done. 

Dr, Wu expressed his tanks to Mr. 
Morriss for lending his house and 
‘grounds for the occasion and to Mr. 
Hallet Abend, who had assisted Mr. 
‘Morriss in ministering to the refresh- 
ment of the guests, He proceede: 

‘One of the most important branches 
‘of our work is of course the medical 
Inspection of vessels arriving from 
forelgn ports.

‘Although there was an unusually 
strong desire among Japanese rate- 
ayers for thre candidates this 
year,” his statement says, "to our 
‘great regret we had, for certain 
Feasons, to content ‘ourselves with 
the usual number of two. But Iam 
confident that in the near future we 
can succeed in securing three seats 
on the Council through showing our 
Increasing interest in the Municipal 
administration on every possible 
cceasion and also through making 
untiring efforts to seek a good under- 
‘standing with other foreign communi. 
tles. 

“Our profound interest in the 
administration of the Settlement has 
been evidenced by the number of 
‘Japanese voters who have exercised 
‘their polling right, Of the total 
voters of 3856, there were 800 
Japanese voters and 751 of them cast 
their votes, representing 85 per cent.

Vested Interests 

During the controversy the cry of 
‘ssosted interests” has been frequently 
noted. Does the community really 
Intend to be led away by such fus- 
tian, which might carry. the un- 
thinking crowd round a Hyde Park 
soap-box, but is actually permeated 
by ignorant prejudice? Vested inter- 
eats require, in any community, to be 
Severely watched. But the whole of 
the prosperity of Shanghai has been 
built up by the work of men who 
have created those very vested in 
forests, whose stability is the 
stability of Shanghai itself and, 
therefore, the guarantee of | liveli- 
hood to every member of the 
British community who works and 
lives here, To carry the thing to 
Us logieal absurdity, if the five Brit- 
{sh seats on the Municipal Council 
were held by men who had no. 
Interest in Shanghai, who had no sort 
‘of responsibility for the conduct | of 
fany public or private institution here, 
[could it be said that such men would 
be capable of forming | accurate 
Judgments on the very .important 
matters which would come up for 
them to decide? 

It might be argued, of course, that 
the “Shanghal Municipal Council 
‘might be composed entirely of intel- 
Teetuals ‘versed in politics and inter 
national affairs and gloriously im- 
partial towards any subject under 
the sun. ‘They might be men of 
undeniable rectitude of character; 
they might even be so happily endow- 
fed with wealth that salaries would 
have no meaning for them—and yet 
it could hardly be argued that auch 
men. would either command the 
confidence of the public or actually 
bbe able to do more than leave the 
running of the Settlement in the 
hands of permanent officials. Possibly 
that might be Shanghai's safeguard— 
for one of the great tributes which 
the detached critic would pay to the 
business men who have created this| 
International Settlement would be 
for. their having established a per~ 
manent civil service of exceptionally 
hhigh standards of eficlency and 
probity. 

‘The Land Regulations 

But it {s not practicable to look at 
munieipal administration apart from 
the Land Regulations. The Land 
Regulations require representative 
membership of the Council in order| 
to direct its policy. If the British 
Jcommunity stand by their inaction, 2s 
Fevealed ia the small poll recorded 
this year—and récorded deliberately | 
in the teeth of overwhelming argu- 
ments—then it must not complain if, 
before long, another community 
decides to take charge here.

OBITUARIES AND

Mr. I. P. Wilkinson 


‘The death of Mr, Hiram Parkes 
Wilkinson, xc, M.A., BL. Oxon, at 
the age of 69, occurred on Monday 
‘morning at the Country Hospital, fol- 
lowing a briet illness of double 
pneumonia. 

‘Mr, Wilkinson was a distinguished 
member of an old Far Eastern family, 
his father, Sir Hiram Wilkinson, 
being at one time both Crown 
Advocate and later Chief Justice

here. He himself held the post “in| 
Shanghai as Crown Advocate at the 
time of his retirement from gov- 
ernment service in 1925, Born in 
Yokohama, on June 9, 1860, Mr. 
Wilkinson’ won a BCL, at Exeter! 
College, Oxford, and an Inns of 
Court Studentship in June, 1888. 
He was called to the Bar ‘at the 
Middle Temple on January 28, 1889. 
‘A year or two Inter he came to, 
Shanghal, being here while his father’ 
was engaged on the famous Carew: 
murder trial in Yokohama, He was! 
acting Crown Advocate | between 
1804 and 1847, Acting Chiet Justice 
in 1898 and Acting Assistant Judge] 
in Korea in the same year. From 
1903 until 1905 he was Acting Judge 
+ of HM, Court in Siam, and ° from 
1008 until 1925 was Crown Advocate 
here, being also Judge of HLM. High 
Court at Welhaiwel from 1916. to] 
1926, He held the Royal Humane 
Soclety's Bronze Medal for saving the 
Ute of Mr. J. J."Hatch at Chefoo, 
‘on September 10, 1804. 


At the time of his retirement, 
‘Mr. Wilkinson was the subject of 
a tribute from HM, Supreme Court, 
the Judge, ' Sir Skinner ‘Turner, 
taking, the ‘opportunity of Mr. Wil- 
kinson’s last appearance at the Court, 
to wish "him happiness in his fur- 
thor career. 

He was twice married, the first 
time being in 1899, when ‘he married 
Miss Rosetta Mary Little. “His first 
wife died in 1800, and his second 
marriage, 10 Miss’ Marjorle Florence 
Dalzell, was in 1910, 

Apart from his direct connection 
with HLM. Courts, Mr. Wilkinson 
was Commissioner to examine the 
claims of British oubjeets against the| 
Chinese Government, arising out of| 
the Boxer disturbances of 1900 and 
1901. He also acted as Portuguese| 
Claims Commissioner, and was ap- 
pointed in 1907 to examine British 
claims arising out of the Shanghai 
Riot of December 1906. 

He received the title of King's 
Counsel in 1928, at which time he, 
was in Tobermore, County Derry, 
Ireland, “He wos ‘active in publi 
service while there, being Sub-Dist.| 
Commandant, (Tobermore), Ulster 
“BY Specials in 1922; ‘Barrister 
Northern Ireland in 1926: Justice of| 
the Peace, c.c, County Derry and 
Wigh Sheriff in 1990, i 

Return (o Shanghal 

Mr, Wilkinson re-entered active life 
for a briet periot in Shanghai, 
when he came out from Home to be 
counsel for a group of plaintiffs in 
the Hardoon case here over two 
years ago. Since that time he has 
been in the Far East, dividing his 
lime between Shanghai and Hong- 
‘kong. . 

Te is recalled of him, when in the 
courtroom, that there was never 
any mincing of matters with a 
jury: there were the plain facts of| 
the case to be told in plain 
anguage; and this was a guiding 
prineiple in his conduet of criminal 
cases, His absolute mastery _of| 
“pidgin” English is also recalled, and 
Wt Is remembered. that he was’ able 
to secure the most delicate shades of| 
meaning by the use of “pidgin” 
English in his examining of a Chi- 
nese witness. 

‘His reminiscences, as published in 
tho “North-China Herald” of October 
31, 1925, are of fascinating interest. 
He told’ ot early days in Yokohama| 
for the few years following his 
birth there, ‘Then of a number of 
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|Great Northern Telegraph Co., shows 


that his life was far from the! 
average round of a practising lawyer. 

‘An able writer, several publica- 
Gons of his are well remembered, 
‘these including “Exogamy in China” 
Gournal RAS., China Branch, 1921);

the “Family in Classical China” 
published in 1926.

One of Shanghat's best known 
business men and a leader in the| 
American community, Mr, Frederick 
William ‘Sutterle, President of the 
China Realty Company, Fed.

Shanghai and the Silver Question: Real Estate 
Problems: General Economic Conditions 
‘The annual meeting of shareholders of the Bank of China was held at 


the Chinese Bankers’ Association Building, Shanghai, on Saturday. Mr. Chang 
Kia-ngau, general manager of the bank, submitted’ the report for the year 


ended December 31, 1934, reviewing 


financial and business. conditions in 


China, Extracts from his report follow— 


‘The year 1994 saw the suppression 
of ‘communism along the Yangtze 
River, resulting in increased stability 
in the central provinces. Leaving 
out of account the Three North: 
Eastern Provinces, there were | no| 
special happenings in the border 
provinces, except communist, distur- 
ances in Szechuan, whieh have 
already been greatly ‘reduced.

provement of light industries, the 
extension of the Lunghal Railway to 
Sinn, the progress in construction of 
the Canton-Hankow and the Yushan- 
Nanchang railways, are indications of 
progress in the’ unification and 
Strengthening of the country. At the 
ame time there was some recovery 
inthe Straits Settlements, so. that| 
‘overseas Chinese remittances were| 
maintained, ‘The progress in both 
thi economic and the political sphere 
during the past year is clearly 
marked. It is unfortunate that floods 
or drought caused great loss in 
twelve provinces having a combined 
population of over 10,000,000 people, 
the provinces being Hunan, Hupeh, 
Kiangsi, Kiangsu, Chekiang,  Anhwei, 
Fuk'en, Hopel, Shensi, Kans. Yun- 
nan and Sulyuen, -As'a result, there 
was Immense damage to the harvest, 
necessitating Imports of foreign rice. 
‘The difleulttes which industry and 
commerce were already experiencing 
were greatly aggravated by the U.S. 
tllver-purchase policy. To overcome 
this dimeulty China must make a 
determined ‘effort to become more 
self-supporting, Tt is hoped that the 
following observations on China’ 
economle and. financial situation 
during the past year may be of 
general interest, 


Export Duty on Sliver 


In dealing with the sliver situation 
‘s report it was su 
ise in the “price of silver 
would seriously affect the foundations 
of China's national economy, and 
that, If forelgn countries, should 
adopt artificial means to this end,’ 
the result would be much larger 
exports of the metal from China.

Yet, within a few months after that 
conference, the silver-purehase pro- 
gramme was adopted by the U.S. 
Congress, ‘The purchases of silver 
which the U.S. Goverment ‘has 
Been making in the market have 
resulted in a wide disparity between 
the world price and the price in 
China; and, because of the profit 
‘obtainable from sales abroad, silver 
exports from China have continued 
fon a large scale, The widest dis- 
parity between the sterling exchange 
Quotation in’ Shanghai and the 
London price of silver occurred in 
November, and amounted to 3.9104 
pence, as compared with a disparity 
In January of only .1789 pence. From 
July to October inclusive there was 
fa not export of silver from China 
‘amounting to over $200,000,000. ‘The 
National Government, in order to 
prevent a crisis and ‘further exports 
of silver, introduced a duty and a 
variable equalization charge on silver 
‘exports as from Cctober 15. ‘Th 
were considerable differences of 
opinion regarding this measure. Those 
who approved of the step maintain- 
ed that, if the US, silver-purchase 
policy femined unchanged, China's 
silver holdings would be completely 
drained away, and that a continuance 
fof the outflow of silver would result 
ina financial crisis. Those of a 
contrary opinion argued that, if 
China should attempt to devalue the 
dollar or place restrictions on silver 
movements, the hoarding of silver 
would be encouraged. T: was said 
that unless there was free movement 
of silver there would be no induce- 
ment for foreign capital to come to 
China for investment, and, because 
of fears of a devaluation’ of. the 
currency, there might even be a 
fight of foreign capital already in 
China. Furthermore, the fear was 
expressed that the higher the equal 
ization charge was raised the greater 
would the outward smuggling of 
silver become. 


However, since the imposition of 
the export duty on October 15 silver 
exports from China have been great 
ly reduced, the net export in Novem- 
ber being $11,327,850 and in December 
$11,974,659. For the month of August 
the net export was no less than 
$79,000,000. It was, in addition,

iment is so ignorant of China's position 
with regard to silver, and so. ill- 
Informed as to the economic situation 
in this country, that they do not, 
understand the” source of China's 
purchasing power, or is it their 
@eliberate intention to foree up the 
value of China's currency in order 
to decrease our exports and facilitate 
American competition in this market? 
‘The National Government has more 
than once made representations to) 
the US. Administration explaining 
the harmful effects of the  silver~ 
purchase policy on the financial 
situation in China, Fortunately 
there are indications that the U.S. 
Government's policy is gradually 
‘being modified. “It is earnestly to be| 
[hoped that the U.S. Legislature will 
appreciate that a rise in the price 
of silver will be beneficial to China 
As a silver standard country only to 
the extent that commodity prices also 
rise, that no stability in ‘the price 
of silver can be possible without the 
co-operation of silver-using countries, 
and that U.S, trade in the Far East 
will be benefitted to a much greater 
extent through a strengthening of 
financial conditions in this country, 
which has a population of over 
400,000,000, than ‘through the present 
silver-purchase policy. 


Stabiltzation of Currency 


Nothing has done more to restore 
confidence in China than the Gov- 
fernment’s announcement that it has| 
no intention of adopting a policy of 
‘currency devaluation, and that it will 
‘maintain a stable system of currency. 
Since the US. silver-purchase policy 
became effective there has been 
considerable nervousness regarding| 
the possiblity of either a nationaliza- 
tion’ of silver and a Government 
Issue of inconvertible paper currency, 
‘or a devaluation of the dollar. These | 
fears increased when the Govern- 
ment’s exchange regulations were 
‘announced last September, and there 
was a flight of foreign capital and 
a further large outflow of silver. 
From July to October there was a 
net export of ‘silver amounting to 
nearly  $208,000,000. When the ex- 
port duty on silver was Imposed on 
‘October 15 the beliet in the possibi- 
lity of either a devaluation of the 
dollar or of depreciation of the 
currency was strengthened. Chinese 
capitalists began to purchase foreign 
currency in large amounts, and con- 
tinued to do so until the Government. 
made a clear announcement that it 
was definitely opposed to devaluation, 
nationalization of silver stocks or the 
issue of inconvertible notes, Con- 
fidence was restored, the fight of 
capital ceased, and the danger of| 
hoarding of silver removed.» More| 
recently the Government has issued 
an order exempting from the export 
duty new imports of silver which 
might be re-exported, thus. showing] 
that the export duty on silver was| 
intended merely’ to conserve existing 
silver stocks in China. A moet 
severe financial crisis would un-_ 
doubtedly have developed if the 
Government has not made this de- 
cision to re-establish confidence in the 
currency. It must be remembered, 
that the Chinese people have long 
‘been accustomed to the actual “cir~ 
‘culation of sliver, and that currency 




















notes are still looiced upon as bullion 


certificates. If any change in silver 
holdings occurs the standing of the 
notes is immediately affected. 

Sinee the establishment of the 
Republic in 1912 the total Imports of| 
sliver into China have amounted to 
| $1,394,000,000 as against total exports 
fof” $408,000,000, thus showing a. net| 
import of silver amounting to $986, 
000,000. There are no. accur: 
statistics of silver. stocks in China, 
but it has been estimated that they 
might amount to 2,500,000,000 ounces, 
valued at $3,300,000,000. It is estimat-| 
ed that the total coinage of silver| 
in China since the opening of the 
‘Hupeh mint in 1895 has amounted to| 
'$2,133,000,000, that the _ provincial| 
taints have melted don $267,000,000, | 
‘and that Ching $286,000,000 have also | 
been melted. This would leave about| 
'$1,600,000,000 still in circulation. Thus 
the outflow of silver from China last 
year would be roughly one-sixth of 
the estimated cireulation. 

It the Government is able to 
‘maintain confidence in the currency, 
the silver exported can be replaced 
through a free circulation’ and 
mobilization cf the sitver remaining. 
in China. ‘This process can be as- 
sisted by strengthening the system of 
Dank-note issues, so that the long- 
‘established and uneconomical habit of 
using actual silver may be modified 
in favour of a wider acceptance of 
adequately secured paper currency. 

Economie Organization 

Since the development of the world 
economic depression every country] 
has been engaged in seeking a remedy 
appropriate to its circumstances and| 
particular needs, Such measures 35 
embargoes on the export of bullion, 











tion of monetary ‘reserves, ex- 
‘change control or depreciation, and| 
exchange clearings, increased tarifts, 
quota systems for imports, and barter 
trade, have in once country or another: 
been employed to try to facilitate re-| 
‘covery. China, as a country less ad- 
vanced than other countries in its 
‘economic organization, has not been in 
‘a position to make use of such mea 
‘sures. The lack of unity in China’ 
‘currency and note-lssue system, the 
Impossibility of centralizing silver 
stocks and preventing hoarding, the 
inability to control exchange rates, 
which are to a large extent fixed by 
foreign banks enjoying the protection 
of extraterritiorial rights and located 
fn cities not under Chinese jurisdic~ 
tion, are obvious hindranets to suen 
measures of control. Owing to tho 
situation with regard to China's. in- 
ternatjoret} velations she does not at| 
present enjoy complete freedom in Mx. 
{ng tariffs, and is unable effectively to. 
control imports into China. Unless 
China can build up a stable and cen- 
‘ralized economic organization she 
‘cannot hope to be able to cope with. 
‘the diftulties arising from the world 
economic crisis. The measures re- 
‘quired include the unification of the: 
currency, a greater measure of co- 
‘operation among financial institutions, 
‘and co-ordination of trading and in-| 
‘dustrial units, In addition, efforts are| 
necessary to increas agricultural’ 
production and provide warehousing| 
fand distribution facilities, to reduee| 
production .costs and improve the 
marketing of industrial products. 
With the co-operation of the Govern-| 
‘ment and the public, monetary, finan- 
cial, industrial and trade organiza- 
tions should combine in an effort to| 
establish sounder economic founda- 
tions, and, either by applying long- 
established Chinese methods or by| 
introducing new plans from abroad, | 
should make'a concerted effort. to 
bring China through “the present] 
crisis. Measures of this kind were| 
put into effect in a short space of 
time in such countries as Tialy and| 
Russia, and were developed as a re 
sult of actual experience over a! 
period of years. If the people of| 
China consider such suggestions im-| 
practicable, and are content with 1 
few slogans, not only will uncertainty 
‘continue, but economic and financial 
‘conditions will further deteriorate. 


Financial Situation In Shanghat 


Since the silver crisis developed 
last year Shanghai has suffered more 
seriously than any other city in China 
‘The other ports, being financially| 
dependent on Shanghai, have natural- 
ty also suffered, though ‘not so serious. 
ly as Shanghal. ‘The interior of 
China has been affected scarcely at| 
ail, and is quite unable to understand 
the crisis that has arisen in Shanghai. 
‘The reason is that in its organization 
China as a whole is an agricultural 
state In an early stage of economic 
development, but the port cities, on 
Jaccount of foreign influences, are’ or-| 
ganized to a greater extent than 
places in the interior. Shanghai, be- 
cause of its geographical situation, 
and economic importance, possesses 
all the facilities of modern economic 
organization, so that in the event of 
a crisis Shanghai is naturally the first| 
‘and worst to be affected. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that in the crisis 
that has’ arisen ‘Shanghai should 
suffer the most. Because of Shang- 
hhaf’s special position it is not re 
resentative of the whole of Chins. 
This can be seen in the fact that, 
despite the crisis in Shanghai, th3| 
interior remained quite unaffected 
last year. In order to be able to| 
‘determine what measures are neces

[sary to remedy the situation existing! 
in Shanghal it is necessary first to| 
consider the special factors that have: 
fereated that situation. 
The most noticeable feature in the 
financial situation in Shanghai in the| 
past few years has been the develop- 
ment of over-confidence This has| 
‘been caused, on the one hand, by| 
transfers of ‘silver from the interior 
due to bandit disturbances and the 
adverse balance of trade between the| 
interior and Shanghai, and, on the 
other hand, by the deposit in Shang-| 
hai of the funds of foreign traders | 
because current rates of exchang? 
discouraged conversion into foreign| 
jcurrency. In consequence there was! 
fa very large increase in the silver 
Stocks of both Chinese and foreign 
banka “The ‘total increase from 
}$171,000,000 at the end of 1928 to 
'$547,000,000 at the end of 1933, an in- 
ferease of no. less than $276,000,000 in 
fa period of fve years. ‘This accumu- 
lation of silver provided a basis for 
a larger volume of credit, which in 
turn necessitated increased opport- 
uunities for investment. Business un- 
ertakings such os factories and com- 
‘mercial firms with only a small 
capital were able to obtain consider- 
able financial facilities and greatly 
extend their operations. In addition, 
there was an increasing demand for 
real estate, and a continuous rise in 
its price, leading to the organization 
of real ‘estate companies. At the 
same time the Government over a 
period of six or seven years had 
{Ssued domestic bonds of a face value 
‘of more than  $1,000,000,000, and there 
‘were also a number of issuts of utility 
and other company debentures. | 
very large part of the increase in 
it, was employed in real estate 
and domestic bond transactions, be- 
cause the development of business 
undertakings requires technical staff 
and the earning of suficient profits 
to justify larger loans, and is, there 
fore, less easy than the mere pur- 
‘chase of Jand or bonds. 

‘The US. silver-buying programme 
commenced in June, and  between| 
May and December there was a de- 
‘crease of | $57,000,000 in the silver| 
Stocks of Chinese banks in Shanghai, 
‘as compared with a decrease of $203,- 
[000,000 in the silver stocks of foreign 
banks. Thus the decrease in silver| 
holdings was very much greater in 
the ease of the foreign banks than of 
the Chinese banks, and the tightness 
of credit was largely with the foreign 
banks. ‘The marketability of govern- 
ment domestic bonds depends very 
‘much on Chinese banks, whereas the

Real Estate Pr 


One of the most obvious weaknesses 
during the financial crisis in Shang:

fy, to tightness of funds in the fore- 
‘eign banks, In order to remedy, this 
Situation It Js mecessary to establish 
‘2 sounder and more stable basis for 
‘the valuation of real estate, that 's 
to say, the price of land should bear 
fa more definite relation to yield, 
which in turn should be in secordance 
with market interest rates. Further 
‘more, rents must be related to the 
purchasing power of the community, 
80 that houses may be occupied and 
fenis may be paid. ‘The fixing of 
reasonable rents, coupled with a more 
effective safeguard of estate owners’ 
Fights, would enable the latter to 
collect their rents with greater cer~ 
tainty, New building construction 
Jshould not be undertaken merely be- 
cause the land is undeveloped and| 
the mortgagee is pressing for repay- 
ment. If measures such as _ these| 
were adopted for several years condi. 
tons in the real estate market would 
‘become normal. In the meantime, it 
is hoped that mortgagets will accept 
Tower rates of interest so as to re- 
eve the owners’ burden. Foreign 
‘businessmen should realize that pro- 
Jsperity in Shanghai is a matter that, 
concerns both Chinese and foreign’ 
interests. ‘They should not link too| 
closely China’s silver problem with 
the local financial: situation and as- 
sume that, unless that problem is 
solved, there can be no remedy for 
the Shanghai financial crisis. Chinese 
for their part should not consider 
that, because of the financial strain 
in Shanghal, the Gnancial situation in 
the Interior’ cannot b> maintained. 
The Chinese banks realize their great 
responsibility for providing financial 
facilities throughout the country, and 
it is hoped that the foreign banks 
will co-operate in this direction in.

ns and rest prosperity of 
Shanghai. Domestic industries and] 
trades will suffer as a consequence of 
the financial stringency, but the banks 
will do their best to provide assist 
ance in production and marketing. I,

Whenever a country experiences n 
‘nancial crisis there is a tendency to 
try to slove it by means of currency 
inflation, The cause of the financial 
dificulties in Shanghai is largely 
‘over-expansion of credit facilities in 
the past. At present not only is 
credit restricted, but, in addition, 
4 part of the basis of credit facilities 
has been removed from Shanghai, 
‘The only way to relieve this situation 
is by means of a replenishment of 
cash, either through a re-importation 
of foreign capital or a mobilization 
‘of idle silver from the interior as a 
reserve for note-cireulation. Any ate 
tempt to increase credit without a 
backing of silver would inevitably 
be doomed to failure.

for the complainant, Mrs. Nadia 
fo. An order was made that 
the complainant “should have the 
custody of her daughter up to the 
age of sixteen; that the defendant 
‘mhould pay the’ sum of $30 a week, 
provided its sterling equivalent did 
ot exceed the sum of £2.10; and 
that the defendant should pay the 
sum of $75 to the legal practitioners 
of tho complainant. Mr. A. E. Seddon 
of Messrs. Platt, White-Cooper & Co., 
Tepresented the complainant, and Mr. 
KE. Newman of Messrs. "Teesdale, 
Newman & Co,, the defendant, 

‘Commenting ‘on the evidence given 
im the case the Registrar said he 
Was atisfied that there was a-serious 
act of cruelty on February 4 of this 
year and no dispute was made of a 
Dlow struck by the defendant, who 
himself admitted it to be “pretty 
hard’ The Registrar said he did not 
think the provocation was sufficient 
to excuse the blow. 

He also found that the blow struck 
by the defendant on January 1 was 
fone that amounted to an act of 
cruelty and was not excusble by 
Provocation on the part of the com- 
lalrant, 

‘Turning to two further incidents 
in July and September 1990, the 
Registrar said he thought that the 
Punishment given by the defendant 
fo his wife was inexcusable in both 


cases. 

"Tam further satisfied;" the 
Registrar said, “that the defendant is 
aman of violent temper, and I have 
eome to the conclusion. that the 
complainant was in bodily fear of 
him." ‘The times she left her hus- 
band, the Registrar added, were 
caused through fear of her husband 
and the evidence establishes that 
‘there was persistent cruelty on the 
part of the husband.

Referring to the sum of $45,375.49 
as shown in the balance sheet and 
in the books as owing in respect of 
members’ monthly accounts, defend 
ing counsel asked whether the entry 
meant that that sum was to be ac. 
counted for. Witness sam "yes," and 
Jaded that was the reason why, when 
he saw the nature of the entry, he 
wanted full particulars. It did not 
Inecessarily mean, witness continued, 
that the amount was banked —it 
meant that the amount was outstand- 
{ng and due to the club in respect of 
unpaid members’s accounts.

Strongly Isolationist 
‘The erest mass of Anveriea 
oplifon-is strongly isolationist, and 
there are mo adequate grounds for 
supposing that there will be any 
change in the immediate future. 
‘America will assume greater world 
responsibilities only when a majority 
‘of her population have been con- 
verted to the need for collective 
world action or when the inter- 
national scene is so calm and peace- 
ful that it arouses Little interest. 
‘Then the numerous small organised 
groups who are in favour of greater: 
Cooperation in world affairs will be 
able to make thelr Influence felt. A. 
small organised — minority which. 
Ienows what it wants will always be 
able to carry Hs programme in the 
face of an unaroused public opinion. 
‘A. typical expression of American 
pessimism was given by a. former 
Bttache of the ‘American | Embass* 
fn London, Mr. Herbert Agar in 9 
‘speech to the Forel Polley As- 
sociation of New York. "I watched 
the World Feonomle Conference in 
London,” he sald, "Results? An tn: 
forense in international bitterness, 
eepecialty at the expense of the 
‘United States, and an increase in 
the eynical stories that go the 
rounds. Conferences are becoming| 
The last resort of every bankrupt 
politician who does not know what 
to do at home. We would do the 
world a beneat if we would set the 
exomple of staying out of conter- 
fences for ten years.” This is the 
Seolationist argument. at ts highest 
At its lowest the arguments against 
further co-uperation with Europe 
might be expressed as follows: 


George Washington's Advice 
:"During the World War we for- 
sook the ways of the Fathers of this 
country, Washington, Madison, and 
Monroe, and we suffered for it. We 
won. the war for Europe and got 
nothing out of It but $11. billion of 
debt and an equal amount of ill- 
feeling. Moreover we sowed the 
seeds of economic troubles which 
Drought about the depression from 
which we are still suffering. 
Europe, laughing behind its hand at 
our uncouth ways, ig incessantly 
trying to make us forsake the ways 
‘of Washington and once again en- 
tangle us Ir her growing troubles. 

George Washington's advice form= 
the basis of (or at least the excuse 
for), of the isolationist theory of 
foreign polley to-day. Tt 1s con- 
tained in his Farewell Address, read 
religiously each year in both cham: 
bers of Congress on the anniversary 
of his birth. When it was read this| 
year, Senator Gore was moved to 
‘Somment, “It was once well said 
‘If ye love me keep my command: 


























ments’ Let us Keep the command- 
ments of George Washington.” 

He was referring particularly t 
such passages as. these (the italics 
‘are George Washington's) 

"Against the insidous wiles of 
foreign influence the jealousy of | a| 
tree people ought to be constantly| 
awake.” 

“The great rule of conduct for us 
in regard to Foreign Nations, fs, in| 
‘extending our commercial relations, 
to have with them as little politica 
connection as possible. Europe has 
‘a set of primary interests which tt 
Us ave, none, or a very "remote 

It is our policy to, steer clear of| 
permanent allianee with any portion 
of the foreign world.” 


‘The Perpetual Nightmare 
Over the “insidious wiles” of fore- 
igners many Americans to-day ar 
not so much “constantly awak 
in a perpetual nightmare. The re- 
cent World Court debate resolve’ 
Iiselt into. a “frenzied competitior 
among opposition senators in wild 
ly Inaccurate and fantastically dis-| 
torfed statements. As far as they. 
were concerned America was stil 
fighting her War of Independence 
and George Washington was still 
Yeading her. ‘The enemy, which 
once was England alone. had grown, 
with the years till the fight was now 
gainst the whole world. The eng- 
agements were no longer carried on 
Im an open straightforward mann 
fon the feld of battle, but insidiously 
fand by subterranean means. The 
defeat of the World Coury was a 
‘spectacular victory, but for a time 
Ht had been touch ‘and go, Had the| 
enemy not delayed the final assaul! 
Jong enough for the defenders ron 
to. be. organized America _ might 
have become a member of the| 
World Court, her identity. submerged 
her soverei¢nty cur‘ailed and her; 
freedom lost, This marrow escape 
served to demonstrate once mor 
that eternal vigilance was the price 
of freedom. America must not be 
aught napping asain. ‘The cackling. 
of the geese on the Capitol could 
not always be relied upon to save 
the elty. 
“Do you know that there ore 37. 
000 foreign agents here to deprive 
tus of our liberty," shouted Senator: 
Schall. “They are paid by Foreter| 
money. ‘They are all for our going] 
Into. the World. Court” Great 
Britain was the ringleader in th 
‘agsault tioon American freedom 
Senator Schall. maintained. “Know- 
ing they could not defeat us at 
arms they decided on inctrigue 
Because they were determined to} 
wrest from the United States th 
nancial supremacy which the war 
had given it. ‘The Learue ie con 
trotied by Eneland and should we! 
enter this forelen body Engtandt 
Would be placed in the sume posi- 
tion towards the United States as.

fone of her colonies. Tn other words 
Without a war (which England cou!

Uninspired Support 

While adherence to the World 
Court was attacked in thie way it 
was supported ina routine and 
Uningpited manner. Many Senators 
who east thelr votes in favour of the| 
World Cotirt. did. so. half-heartedly 
out of a sense of loyalty to the 
President and probably in response | 
in the pressure from various “peace” 
societies to whom they had pledged 
their support ‘They would weleome 























some new test’ which | wou'd 
tenable ‘them tp demonstrate the 
frie soundness” of their views. 


‘They were fully conscious of the 
Intent “opposition which existea to 
any form of “collective” action. or 
faction which could be presented as 
“collective™: what they did not re- 
alive was that it could be mobilized 
‘with such speed. The importance of 
the World Court debate was that it 
created. a new technique for in- 
fuencing Congressional votes. The 
‘opposition appealed by radio to the 
country at large and urged every- 
fone to write to their Senators. ‘The 
telecrams came literally by the 
arrow load. Messensers were un- 
able to bring them by hand. Against 
Such m flood, the oressure of small 
foreanized international groups was 
etotess, and always will be under 
similar elreumstances. 

"There is evidently a greater inter~ 
est In foreign affairs, or rather 2 
greater awareness of forelen affairs, 
than formerly. The Executive branch 
of the government can no longer 
exerelse its functions in the forelgn 








Geld without arousing public op!- 
rion. Its freedom of action is more 
Testricted, therefore, and the fact 
that one ‘third of the Senate has a 
power of veto over foreign policy 
I made at the Copitol not at the 
White House. ‘The influence of the 
White House on the Senate is of 
course, enormous, but the recent 
World’ Court debate showed that 
White House influence is of no avail 
when opposed by the influence of 
an aroused public opinion, a lesson 
taught earlier by the defeat of the 
League and the Versailles treaty. 


“Kingfish” Long Speaks Out 
One further example of the dis- 
torted rhetoric which defeated ‘the 
World Court might be quoted from 
the speech of Senator Huey Long. 
‘The “Senator attcked the decision 
of the League to discriminate be- 
tween Paraguay and Bolivia and re- 
tain an embargo on the former 
while ‘raising the the embargo on 
the latter. He did this on the 
grounds that the Chaco district over 
‘which the two countries were fight- 
ing was awarded to Paraguay | in 
1878 by the President of the United 
States, Rutherford B. “Hayes. This 
‘arbitral award had been accepted by 
‘everybody, the Senator maintained, 
{the ' Standard Oil Company 
Bought out Bolivia, corrupted the 
League, and tore up the American 
President's signature. “Here is an 
agreement that has been recognized 
by the oMfcial maps of Bolivia, by 
the delegates of Bolivia and by all 
the countries of South and Central 
America since 1878. Here are boun- 
aries and properties protected ur 

der the Monroe doctrine of 
United States of America.” But oil 
was found and a way to ship it 
from Bolivia by water was neces 
sary." so the Monroe doctrine was 
setapped, and lo and behold the 
shadow of Rockteller appears on the 
Scene from the League of Nations. 
‘Out comes the demand—it ought to 
have been signed by the Rockfellers 
Instead of the League—to the Para. 
guayan government ‘Touch not that 
given you by law". And. the States 
Stands here. retiring, . ignominious, 
Gisgraced in its ght and by its own 
performance, the faith of its fathecs 
Thrown to the demnition bowwows 
of eternity in order that agressions 
of this kind may be pursued under 
the protocols of the League of Na- 

tons.” 
‘America's Determination 

While the prevailing sentiment in 
‘America is against collective action. 
the particular brand of » isolation 
which Is believed in Is not the seme 
‘as that, say, of China in the last 
century. Tt is not a negative policy. 
of: wishing to have nothing at all to 
do with the world. Within one week 
Senator Borah could vote against the 
‘World Court and in favour of an 
enquiry into reliaious persecution in 
Mexico without feeling that he Was 
belng In any way inconsistent. No 
foreign" co-operation was required 
for an investigation into Mexican 
affairs. while it was the essentia! 
principte of membership ‘ut the 
Teague Court. One uf President 
Roosevelt's most popular actions w: 
his message on July 3, 1093, to the 
Economie Conference in London. It 
‘was felt to have upheld American 
economic independence even if it 
wrecked the conference, Possible 
the only action of President Hoover's 
which was really popular was hie 
proposal for a War-debt Moratorium 
fn June 18th 19%. In spirit. it was 
the’ very opposite of. Prerider: 
Rooservelt's action two years later, 
but it did not Involve any sscrifier 
of American freedom of action. I! 
was an expression of agressive 
‘American leadership and as such if 
was popular.

greater sense of security; and that 
fe may be more expensive to operate 
than is presently estimated. “Such.

opportunity to correct the main 
‘weaknesses.

A Labour Reform 

Notice of 9 bill to enforce the 
eight-hour das and the 48-hour week 
in Canadian industry has now been 
given by Mz. Bennett. The terms 
fare not too severe, as they allow for 
emergencies in operating, and even 
for extreme pressure of orders. Pro- 
vision is made, whereby the normal 
lght hours may be exceeded, if the 
‘whole week's work does not ‘exceed 
48 hours; it L also within the new 
law to operate more than 48 hours 
Ina week, as long as the average for 
three successive weeks is not above 
the limit. Special provisions are 
also made for the carrying out of 
processes of manufacture that re. 
Quire continuous operation by shit 
of workers: but here it may be said 
that the mayority of shift workers 
already enjoy the eight-hour day. 

This too early yet to predict what 
fate this proposal will have. ‘The 
shimbling-block will be the labour 
legislation of the various provinces 
and the Tack of enthusiasm on the 
part of some manufacturers. For it 
Is very generelly felt that overheat 
costs will rise in many plants if the 
shorter day is adopted. Your cor- 
respondent’ rather inclines to the 
view that, in many cases, greater 
efficleney ‘In the workers will com:

Mounted Police Criticized 


A serious criticism of the methods 
ot the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Potice was aired at Ottawa yester- 
day. ‘Two former Cabinet ministers| 
charged that “third degree” tactics 
had been employed in order to| 
obtain confersions from unwilling 
prisoners; they were Hon. P. J. 
Veniot, of New Brunswick, and Hon. 
Ernest Lapointe, of Quebec, and they 
declared that the force was being 
over-militarized. 

‘While the cases cited were not 
‘ones in which physical violence was. 
used in order to secure the informa- 
tion desired, the moral suasion cited 
was just as obnoxious to the cause 
of justice. When evidence is pro- 
Suced after threats of violence or 
other harm have been delivered, 
cannot be sald that the finest prine!- 
Ples of law are being adhered to. 

‘Within the past few years, as T 
believe I have pointed out before, 
the work of the RCMP. has great: 
ty expanded. Not only have they! 
Deen Kept very busy in dealing with! 
smuggling of liquor and other valu- 
ables along the border and the 
coastlines of Canada, but several of 
the provinces have arranged that the 
federal force take over the policing 
of the sections that were formerly 
under the furiediction of provincial 





officers. All of this has resulted in| 
a rapid expansion of the foree, and 
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it is possible that the former high 
standards of admission and training 
have not been fully maintained. Such 
a condition is an unfortunate one, as 
the record cf the “Royal Mounties” 
up until now has been emblematle 
of the finest type of justice and 
square dealing.

Bystem of Dealing with 


the Surplus Population: 


The Poor Relations and Hangers-on 


By RW. 
‘The newcomer to China is invari 
ably surprised at’ the number of 


‘assistants’ employed in a Chinese 
shop. Each establishment visited is 
full of fat sleek youths, doing little 
or nothing, but seemingly content 
with their existence and undisturbed 
by the monotony of their surround~ 
ings, We wonder how it is possible 
for the business to support so many 
people and learn that most of those 
Employed receive only. a nominal 
Wage and that even the manager gets. 
2 mere pittance, and like the others 
Gepends chiefly’ upon the gratuity. 
which is paid out of the profits at 
whe end of each year. 

It is not until tater that we dis 
cover that. the conditions pertaining 
fn the shops are by no means unique. 
ut are in fact typical of the life of, 
the whole of the country. 

‘The truth Is frst revealed to us in 
our own houscholds where, in the 
course of a short time, we find our- 
selves surrounded by 'a number of 
Servants and retainers far in excess 

f our needs, and without great care 
being taken, their ranks will continue 
to increase by a silent and almost im 
perceptible system of inflation. 
Should we have occasion to search 
the premises. we will invariably dis- 
cover that there are several people 
living there, who are strangers to us. 
and whose ‘presence is explained by 
the fact that they are relatives or 
friends of one or other of our ser- 
vants. We are told that they are 
temporary visitors, but in reality 
they are living there in the hope that 
sooner or Tater they will become 
Rermanent members of our establish~ 
ment. 

‘While this is true of conditions 
prevailing in households controlled by 
Yoreigners matters are very. much 
worse amongst the Chinese them- 
teives, andthe number of people 
Tiving’ in the house of an official or 
a rich person is truly amazing. for 
fn addition to the servants and re- 
tainers there are invariably a number 
‘of relatives and family connections 
‘and’ this is especially so where the

A Trip to the Capital of Western Yunnan by 
. f Way of Burma

(Conctuded from last week) 


‘My. stay in Tengyueh had already 
lasted longer than Thad intended, 
‘but it seemed a pity to leave with- 
‘out seeing all there was to see, and 
T'was. particularly anxious to ‘visit 
some of the volcanoes. Shito Shan, 
fof ‘Stone Mountain, is the most in- 
teresting and lies only six miles to 
‘the south-east, By going a little 
out of our way I was able to see 
‘The curious formation known locally’ 
‘as the “Natural Stadium.” It provet 
to be an almost perfect amphitheatre 
which "would need only seats and 
stairs to complete it os a Roman, 
aireus, The floor, which Is perfectly 
fiat, covers an area of many acres, 
and, he most natural, “explanation 
would be to suppose that the place 
a the crater of a voleano, though 
there were no sims that T could see 
‘to suggest that it had ever been one.

‘One ean hardly call ita village be- 
cause T should not be surprised to 
hear that it has a bigger population 
than ‘Tengyuch itself, though its 
houses are closely packed and cover 
a smaller area, Still, it is a big 
place, and the graveyards on the 
frassy downs above are extensive.

‘of, architectural» curiosities | in the 
way of arches, gates, steps, terraces. 
omamental doors and paved market 
places, Fat round children play 
About, old grandmothers ask in the 
‘warm sunshine, and the most im~ 
mense pigs sleep porkily in the 
fritters.” ‘The town Ig a monument 
fo generations of industrious people, 
Dut the tragedy is that in China one 
eneratlon never dreams of repairing

Lava and Orchids 


‘Over against this town, across the 
small plain, ig. the lava’ flow, with 
the cone of Shito Shan sticking up 
Out of It. ‘From the alluvium of the 
plain you step, literally at one stride 
onto the edge of the lava. Tt is 
really. impossible to believe that this 
Tava’ bed is of any geological anti- 
quity. Bearing in mind the _un- 
Weathered condition of the lava on 
the one hand, and the comparative 
ly recent arrival of the Chinese 
population on the other (they have 
ho tradition of volcanic activities), 
it does not seem reasonable to think 
that the lava is five thousand years 
‘old. T'should say it is less. Tt seems 
almost to move towards one in 
waves and billows from the cone 
from which it originated. Its almost 
Impossible roughness is traversed by 
definite pathe in’ many directions, 
for the bed has to be crossed for 
fone thing, and for another the lava 
{ig extensively quarried. The width 
of the flow where we negotiated it 
{3 at least half a mile, and the lava 
was wreathed with orchids every- 
where, Tt must be a sight in the 
Falns: but except for grass and 
flowers, nothing else grows. 

From this chaos of stone rises the 
well defined ‘cone of Shito Shan to

‘The Volcanic Line 

‘The significance of this group of 
voleanoes at Tengyueh is that they 
Fepresent, as far as is known, one 
extremity of that great shaped ‘band 
of weakness in Earth's crust which 
ontinues through the voleances of 
Myitkyina, “Popa and  Minbu in 
Burma to the "Andamans and so, 
with’ raters, mud voleanoes and ot 
springs at trent tO 
Sumatra, Java, the Philippines, 
Japan, Alaska and down the Andes. 
‘With few exceptions, all the world’s 
greatest voleanoes Iie upon this long, 
‘Sut narrow band. Though the Teng- 
yueh volcanoes have not erupted in 
human memory, the place is still 
subject "to frequent and violent! 
earthquakes. ‘This year there have’ 
been fewer than usual, but last year 
were very numerous, and some 
of the worst shocks have been re- 
corded through the centuries in the 
Toeal histories. I had no time to) 
visit the other comes. 

‘The foreign community in ‘Teng- 
yueh is very small, and. consists of 
few Burmans, q few Swedish m4 
slonaries, and two or three English- 

‘AS far as T know there is not 
‘ingle Indian, which is curious 
Since, of course, Burma is crawling 
with them. But at the frontier, the 
Indians definitely end. The social 
atmosphere is very friendly, and the 
Chinese dinners I attended were 
really good fun, especially the onc 
given by Mr. Wong in the pavilion 
Cverlooking the waterfall. " ‘There 
were twenty-five of us altogether 
including th’ee Englishmen, and the 
‘meal was an elaborate affair of in- 
Rumerable courses of | which on! 
the sambhur sinew, the cuttleflsh, 
and the pig's guts ‘defeated me. I 
ould even have managed the last 
had I not been told what it was. 
Every other d'th was delicious to 
my taste, and there stand out a 
certain minced chicken with walnut, 
and a pudding of dates and chest:

‘The Sulphur Spring 
Duty demanded that I should not 
leave ‘Tengyueh without seeing the 
sulphur spring which lies about ten 
miles to the south. ‘The path runs| 
for some way across the  rolling,| 
tomb-covered down-land below Lai 
Fang Shan, and then descends a 
curious valiey of high mountains 
whose sleep walls fall to a sloping 
floor of paddy flelds. At the end’ of 
the cultivated area there is a village 
and a temple and a river whose 
‘accumulated waters fave us some 
trouble. As a matter of fact we had 
loet our way rather badly two 
three times already. The path seem- 
ed bewitched, and finally “it dis- 
appeared altogether, leaving us to| 
flounder in some fields and to ford 
the somewhat turbulent river. How- 
‘ever, we reached our destination 
ffter three and a half hours’ going. 
‘There are some high, bare, steep 
hills crowding in to form a gorge: 
and at the base of the highest spur 
fs the hot spring where an unusual 
volume of scalding water comes 
rushing out into a. circular basin. 
‘The ground in the vicinity is all en- 
crusted with sulphur. One or two 
stone bath houses have been built at 
‘a lite distance. Our two Chinese 
uldes bathed, "and I soaked my 
Dlistered foot in the hot water 
some time.

A Popular Du-ban 
On my last evening T hed an 
opportunity of meeting “the Magis- 
‘trate of Tengyueh, and the Du-ban 
of whom T had heard so much, and 
Indeed the Burmese doctor, "Sain 
Boeing. gave a dinner for the special 
purpose. The Du-ban, of course, 
‘besides being head of the admin- 
‘stration of Tenyueh, is also the 
governor of a great part of Wester 
‘Yunnan. He ig a shgrt, stout person 
rather thick features, and he is 
‘evidently a man of character. Inever 
heard him referred to but with 
‘praise and. appreciation: and indeed 
itis a very rare thing in China for 
‘a man to be made a high offic 
as has been done in this case, in his 
wn native district, His habits. are 
simple. He moves about "freely 
amongst the people, and he came to 
this cinner without any fuss of es- 
erty or chairs. From all I heard 
he is a man why. can be relled upon 
to tke a sane and proper view of 
‘any subject once he has understood 
itt and there are signs on all sides 
that he spends the revenues on roads, 
Irrigation and other profitable works 
‘of a lke nature. ‘Tengyueh is evi- 
dently Iucky in its Du-ban: and 1 
personally found him very amusing 
/and. hospitable. 
‘With Few Anxieties 
Ot course, with cheap money, 
where even a rich man can run his 
house for afew pence a day, and 
where Rs 6 (Indian money) isa living 
wage for a month, conditions ar- 
very simple. With a rather debased 
currency there is really ‘no wealth: 
yet the people are reasonably pros- 
erous, and perfectly happy. They 
Go not suffer want, and a few hours 
work will keep them for many days. 
‘They have few anxieties. Much of 
trade is barter—so many hats for $0 
‘much cotton yarn: and no provision 
I necessary against old “age when a 
‘man is sure of being able to sun 
himself quietly on his doorstep. The 
education of children is entirely tree. 
‘The country is peaceful, and "there 
‘seems 10 be little prospect of trouble- 
some modern conditions disturbing 
the ancestral way of life. And the 
people are essentially mild. In two 
‘years there has been only one mur- 
der in Tengyueh. In Burma asa 
whole we have two or three every

In fact it may be said that unless 
there are radical changes in’ the 
methods of administration and the 
‘overhead costs are brought down con- 
siderably, there is little hope that 
China will move forward as an in-
